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MESERVE HAS 

EYES OPENED 

TALKS ABOUT SCALE FIGHT 

Horticultural Commissioner Finds 
Local People Only Demand That 
Thorough Work Be Done 


After twice disappointing the peo- n 
pie of Sierra Madre with broken prom- « 
ises to attend meetings here Horticul¬ 
tural Commissioner A. R. Meserve was v ' 
somewhat disappointed at the small 

\ 

attendance at the conference which ne ^ 
called at the city hall Monday even- t 
ing. While the crowd was not large It a 
was representative of the people of the ^ 
city and an illuminating discussion of t 
the scale problem was held. Commis- ^ 
sioner Meserve was accompanied by s 
his son. Deputy Commissioner H. R. 
Meserve. There were also present | 
Messrs. Clark and Keen who have 
fumigating outfits at work here, In- , 
spector Strong and Superintendent i 
Morgan of the Sierra Madre-Lamanda 
Citrus Association. Mayor Jones pre- > 
sided at the meeting. 

In the course of the discussion Com- 
missioner Merserve made it plain tha; 
he thought the Sierra Madre territory 
to be badly infected with scale bm. had 
gained the opinion that the people 
were opposed to taking measures to 
clean up the pest. He was greatly 
surprised to find sentiment heartily in 
favor of thorough work and to learn 
what he could easily have learned be¬ 
fore, that objection is raised only to 
slipshod and unsystematic work which 
could not possibly accomplish t'u» de¬ 
sired result. He admitted that much 
of that kind of work had been lone 
and was emphatic in declaring that the 
present campaign will be carried on 
as it should be. 

The meeting having been called par¬ 
ticularly to discuss the proper treat¬ 
ment of street trees and to learn the 
wishes of property owners in regard 
to them. Mr. Jones called on Inspec¬ 
tor Strong for his recommendations. 
He said that cutting back is the only 
way to rid pepper trees of scale. The 
scale lives on the foliage and young 
bark where it is smooth and tender. 
All branches must be cut back to the 
rough bark and all foliage removed. 
When the tree grows out again it will 
be clean and free from scale. The 
commission has no power to foroe 
pruning, but will insist on spraying 
if pruning is not resorted to. No as¬ 
surance could be given, he said, that 
spraying would kill any given per¬ 
centage of scale. In reply to a ques¬ 
tion as to what is the use of it, he 
said to kill all the scale possible, even 
though it might be only a small pro¬ 
portion. The cost of spraying, he 
thought, would be from $1.26 to $1.75 
for mature trees. 

Mr. Chadwick of Lamanda Park re¬ 
lated his experience with scaly pepper 
trees, of which he had a number over¬ 
hanging his citrus orchard. By the 
introduction of the scutilllsta he had 
cleaned up his pepper trees so that 
they now take care of themselves and 
there is no indication of the pest 
spreading to the nearby fruit trees 


which he keeps clean by annual fumi¬ 
gation. 

Mr. Jones called attention to the N 
fact that in spite of all efforts that can 
be made to clean up the scale in Sierra 
Madre there is an exhaustless source 
of infection at our very doors, the sage tl 
and sumac being covered v/Un black o 
scale. In some cases the orchards vs 
come within 50 feet of the brush on s. 
the mountain side, making "eradica- o 
tion of the scale” about which so fi 
much talk is heard from the commis- tl 
sion an impossibility. 

Carlton Pegler said the orchardists 
who raise fruit for market had fo and d 
it necessary to fumigate every year, t 
which they do without compuls'on. v 
He thought they did not care whether v 
the street trees were cleaned up or not I 
as the effect on the commercial or- v 
chards which are fumigated regularly v 
is neglible. So far as any advantag. t 
to commercial growers was concerned r 
the expense of spraying or pruning s 
street trees is wasted. c 

H. R. Meserve said the question of i 
justifying expense does not enter into 
consideration, a fact which has long l 
been apparent to people who have s 
watched the operations of the com- 1 
missioner’s office. He added that the 
law gives the cimmiesion arbitrary 1 
power to force work aimed to clean 1 
up the scale. 

W. S. Andrews disputed some state- ! 
ments that had been made to the ef¬ 
fect that a mature pepper tree pruned 
back as recommended to kill the scale 
would grow out again to its normal 
state in 60 days. He said four or 
five months was more nearly correct. 
He corroborated the statements of Mr. 
Pegler in regard to the fumigating of 
commercial orchards and said so long 
as the orchardists, who fumigate reg- 
’ ularly, are not concerned over the con- 
1 ditlon of the ornamental trees he 
could not see the use of bothering with 
them. 

Commissioner Meserve said that two 
“ fumigating and spraying outfits were 
1 at work in the local field. Mr. Keen is 
in charge of the one belonging to the 
’ Sierra Madre-Lamanda Citrus Asso- 
• elation and will care for the property 
5 of all association members. Mr. Clark 

I is in charge of a private outfit which 
‘ will make a clean sweep of all ground 
L not covered by the association outfit. 
f Each outfit has a spraying outfit as 
e well as a fumigating equipment and 
5 trees which cannot be fumigated suc- 
'• cessfully will be sprayed, both oper- 
e ations being carried on simultaneous- 

ly. He also promised that the outfit 

II would not jump about from one part of 
e town to another as had been done 
e heretofore, leaving clean orchards to 
s be infected from neighboring orchards 
‘ which had not been touched. Instead 
■f it was asserted a clean sweep wil’ be 
"■ made of the entire town. 

Mayor Jones said that if thorough 
e work is contemplated in cleaning up 
n the town the city government would 
lend every aid pnssible. He 'suggested 
e that a canvas be made to learn the 
5 wishes of property owners and that 
the matter be handled by the city 
>- government, inasmuch as property 
•r owners have no authority to cut street 
•- trees without a permit by the city. 
ie This proposal w’as agreeable to Trus- 
d tees Hosmer. and Steinberger who 
it were present and the matter of car- 
id ing for street trees was left to the 
st city with the consent of Commissioner 
38 Meserve. 


WOMEN FAVOR SUFFRAGE 

Nine to One Vote in Favor of the Bal¬ 
lot for Their Sex 


TAX RATE FIXED 
FOR NEXT YEAR 


Of the 62 women participating in 
the straw- vote conducted by the News 
on the question of whether or not 
women leally want suffrage for their 
sex, 55 ted yes, six voted no, and 
one expressed a desire for partial suf¬ 
frage. The vote in favor of suffrage 
thus stands in the ratio of about nine 
to one. 

It has often been said that women 
do not really want the ballot. Poli¬ 
ticians have been fond of saying that 
when women really want to vote they 
will be allowed to exercise the right. 
It was with a view to ascertaining 
w-hether or not women really desire to 
vote that the straw vote on the ques¬ 
tion was started by the News. The 
result should prove conclusively that 
so far as Sierra Madre women are con¬ 
cerned an overwhelming proportion are 
in favor of suffrage. 

While the vote is not as large as 
might have been desired there are 
several reasons which may account 
for that fact. And at any rate the 
vote is as large as that often polled at 
local elections by the male voters, and 
is about twice as large as is usually 
registered at school elections in the 
Sierra Madre district. 

That the vote is quite representa¬ 
tive of the women of Sierra, Madre i a 
shown by- a perusal of the list of 
names. All clashes and creeds are 
represented, as well as political par¬ 
ties. Classification according tio polit¬ 
ical affiliations of the male members 
of the families, so far as known, shows 
the following alignment: Republican 
—Yes, 23; No, 2; Democrat—Yes, 7; 
No, 2; Prohibitionist, Yes, 1. 


MUNICIPAL RATE TO BE $.92 

Reduction of Four Cents in Spite of 
Special Levy to Meet Interest and 
Bond Payment 


ARE YOU REGISTERED? 

Voters should not overlook the fact 
that they must be registered on or be¬ 
fore September 9 if they wish to vote 
at special election on October 10, 1911. 
At that election the constituional 
amendments enacted at the last ses¬ 
sion of the legislature will be passed 
upon by the voters. Some of the most 
vital questions ever put before the vot¬ 
ers will be voted upon and it is ex¬ 
tremely important that a good vote be 
polled. Voters whose names are not 
on the great register on or before Sep¬ 
tember 9 cannot vote. Those who 
voted at the last general election and 
have not since changed their place of 
residence need not register.

Laurel Steinberger. who went to 
Pine Flats Wednesday in company 
with P. W. Schwartz and son Charlie, 
phoned out Thunsday that he had shot 
a fine buck. 


Sierra Madre’s tax rate for the com¬ 
ing year will be 92 cents on each $1000 
valuation. A resolution to that effect 
was adopted at last evening’s meeting 
of the city trustees. The levy will be 
distributed as follows: General pur¬ 
poses, 54 cents; library fund, 12 cents; 
interest on bonds, 17 cents; bond 
sinking fund, 9 cents. 

Comparison with last year’s rate the 
new levy shows a reduction of 4 cents. 
This occurs in spite of the fact that 
this will be the first year when money 
has to be raised for interest and sink¬ 
ing fund on bonds. 

Completion of the work of the Board 
of Equalization shows a total assessed 
valuation of $1,230,030. On this 
amount the new tax rates will yield 
the following sums for the various 
municipal departments: General fund, 
$6642: library fund, $1476; interest on 
bonds, $2091; sinking fund, $1107. 

The fact that the tax rate can be 
reduced this year is due to the close 
economy which has been exercised 
during the past year by the trustees. 
Something like $3000 will be left over 
from the last year’s taxes, so that the 
funds available during the coming 
year will not fall below the amount 
usually needed. 

Ordinance No. 147, ordering the im¬ 
provement of Montecito avenue west 
of Sunnyside, was adopted. The clerk 
was authorized to purchase a suitable 
* desk for the use of the city treasur¬ 
er’s office, in response to a written 
1 demand signed “Yours wery respect- 
| fully, F. C. Lehmer, City Treasure.” 

The street superintendent was author- 
1 ized to negotiate with District Agent 
Neelands of the Edison company for 
the installation of several additional 
t street lights. 

Trustee Steinberger raised a new 
point in regard to the acceptance by 
5 the city of maps for new subdivisions. 

{ He thought no subdivision should be 
; recognized until it had been adequate¬ 
ly piped for water. He cited some 
tracts where the original tract owners 
had laid water mains which are too 
s small to serve the residents who have 
purchased property and built there. 
In another case the tract owner had 
failed to live up to his contract to 
pipe water to every lot in the tract. 
Because of this fact Mr. Ballou, who 
t has just completed a new residence at 
a cost of several thousand dollars, is 
unable to move into it for lack of prop- 
e er water connection. It was suggested 
that where tracts have aready been 
k accepted by the city there is nothing 
the city can do to afford relief until 
the water system is taken over by the 
city. Now the question arises, when 
o the city takes over the system, will it 
y be liable to the expense of laying 
mains in those tracts where the orig- 
>t inal tract owners contracted to do so 
and failed to live up to their contract?

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NAMES MUST BE REGISTERED 

More light on the law requiring 
registration of the names of owners 
of business concerns is given in an 
article in yesterday morning's Tri-, 
bune. 

“Many inquiries have been pouring 
into the office of County Clerk Le- 
lande lately regarding the provisions 

,.f a lav passed by the last legisla¬ 
ture on the subject of business firms 
iterating under fictitious names, 
’ibis law went into effect August 13. 
It is apparent that a large number 
of firms did not know until lately 
that such, an act had been placed on 
the statute books, and of those that 
have become informed to that extent, 
comparatively few have a clear idea 
of its full requirements. 

The new law is aimed chiefly at 
those private concerns that adopt a 
name that is likely to lead to the as¬ 
sumption that they are corporations. 
Concerns that are regularly incor¬ 
porated are not affected in any way. 
but hereafter all other business en¬ 
terprises 4hat are conducted under 
ny other than the real names of the 
wuers must certify to, that effect 
to the county clerk under the seal 
• <f a oeffury public Failure to do so 
will prevent such pers ns or their

EDISON COMPANY STARTS SUIT 


Attacks Ordinance of City of Santa 
Ana Reducing Lighting Rates 


Santa Ana Blade.—The predominat¬ 
ing issue raised in the action com¬ 
menced in the United States court by 
the Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany against the city of Santa Ana 
yesterday is that the ordinance passed 
by the old Board of Trustees on 
March 20, last reducing rates for elec¬ 
tricity, is in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment to the Federal Constitu¬ 
tion in that the return of less than 2% 
on the investment would deprive the 
company of its property without the 
due process of law and is thus con¬ 
fiscatory. 

The bill of complaint requests that 
the ordinance be declared void and 
that a writ of injunction be issued en¬ 
joining and restraining the enforce¬ 
ment of the ordinance. 

The text of the bill of complaint as 
filed by H. H. Thowbridge, the com¬ 
pany’s solicitor, contains sixteen 
closely printed pages, reviewing in de¬ 
tail the action of the late Board of 
Trustees in adopting the alleged con¬ 
fiscatory ordinance and e # mphasizing 
that it was passed in disregard of 
sworn statement showing the value of 
the property used for supplying elec¬ 
tric service to this city, and without 
any attempt to ascertain the values of 
the property before establishing a rate. 
The action by the bill, is characterized 
as being based on speculation, con¬ 
jecture and guess. The complaint re¬ 
cites the valuation of all the steam 
and water power generating plants of 
the system and the transmission lines 
and other property of the company 
which are necessarily used in order to 
furnish electric service to the city of 
Santa Ana, which constitutes a total 
of $11,952,262. The proportion of this 
•um properly chargeable to the Santa 
Ana business of the company is given 
as $114,442.32- to which is added the 
property which is used exclusively for 
the distribution of the electric light 
and power in this city, which has a 
value of $201,933.43. making a total in¬ 
vestment of $316,375.75 for supplying 
electricity to this city. The valuation 
of all the property as stated is al¬ 
leged to have been made for the 
Southern California Edison company 
by Bion J. Arnold of Chicago, an ex¬ 
pert of large experience, high stand¬ 
ing and international reputation. 

The complaint alleges that the rev¬ 
enue which it will receive for the year 
ending June 30, 1912. if it is required 
to collect the rates established by the 
ordinance complained of. would be ap¬ 
proximately' 1% of the investment, 
which is so far below a proper re¬ 
turn as to deprive the company of its 
rightful income on its property and 
thus render the ordinance invalid, be¬ 
cause it comes within the prohibition 
of the fourteenth amendment of the 
United States Constitution. 


this, yet it does seem some of the 
other matters are of greater import¬ 
ance in the immediate future. The 
welfare of our own residents should be 
considered in preference to the attrac¬ 
tions for visitors (such as a public 
park) if funds are not available for 
everything desired. 

Being out of the city, I was not af¬ 
forded the opportunity of signing the 
park petition, and right now I want 
to propose for consideration at the 
proper time, another site, which to 
my mind offers distinct advantages. 
That is? the half-block on the soutn 
side of Central avenue, reaching from 
the Public Library on the west to 
Lima street on the east. There are in 
this tract three or four cottages that 
wbuld have to be moved off, but it 
has a considerable number of full/ 
grown trees, and there is an arroyo 
crossing the property from the north 
to south. This would give a chance 
for some artistic landscap gardening, 
possibly with a running stream of 
water or a small artificial lake. Hav¬ 
ing the park adjoin the library would 
be an advantage, and possibly some 
part of this ground on which there 
are no trees could be utilized for the 
children’s playground. Of course, if 
! it were possible to include the whole 
block from Lima to Suntiyside, with 
the library standing in the center, so 
much the better, but I am afraid this 
would be asking too much!

COUNTY TAX RATE DROPS 

According to an agreement which 
has been reached by the board of 
supervisors the county tax rate this 
year will be reduced 40 cents below 
that of last year, the new rate being 
50 cents on each $100 valuation. Of 
this amount nineteen and oiie-half 
cents will be set aside for school pur- 


p >ses, an increase of half a cent over 
the allowance of last year. The re¬ 
duction of 40 cents in the total is 
made possible by the operation of the 
famous Amendment No. 1 which is so 
roundly berated in Los Angeles and 
by some corporations which have had 
their taxes increased thereby. The 
corporations now pay all the state 
taxes and are relieved from local tax¬ 
ation. In large cities where taking 
the corporations’ property from the as¬ 
sessment roll reduced the roll by im¬ 
mense sums and reduced the city’s in¬ 
come accordingly the new law has not 
been welcomed. But in smaller places 
like Sierra Madre where the corpora¬ 
tions had never paid much tax the 
reduction in the county tax rate is al¬ 
most clear gain to the taxpayers. It 
will mean an even greater saving to 
local taxpayers than was estimated by 
the News some time ago. The com¬ 
pleted assessment roll shows a valua¬ 
tion of $1,230,030. A reduction of 40 
cents on the $100 means a saving of 
$4,920. Deducting from this the 
amount of taxes heretofore derived by 
the city from the corporations, a net 
saving of $4,620 is shown. 

Los Angeles city will have a tax 
rate of $1.48 for the coming year, pf 
this amount 90 cents will be for gen¬ 
eral purposes and 58 cents for interest 
and sinking fund on various bond is¬ 
sues. '• 

Pasadena’s city tax rate will be $1.04, 
of W'hich 90 cents will be devoted to 
general expenses and 14 cents to in¬ 
terest and sinking fund. 

Monrovia taxpayers are facing a 
levy of $1.50 for all municipal pur- 
poseo. On a valuation of $3,686,455, 
the apportionment to various depart¬ 
ments w'ill be: General fund, $34,800; 
streets, alleys and lighting, $ 11,00(0; 
fire protion, $4000; library, $3000.
